The total cost of the center

The federal 
government will give the city 
a check for 1165.000 towards 
the final cost, and the city's 
share, which Includes an above- 
[round addition to the jail fa­ 
cilities, is 1200,000. The money

THE CENTER will have Its 

own water and power systems, 
a fresh-air circulator which is 
self-contained, and an air-wash 
system for use in the event of 
radio-active fallout.

Most Interesting and vital 
part of the center Is the 
"brain" area an operations 
center and command post. A 
master control board will allow 
operators to keep track of ve 
hide movements In the city. 
Large maps which may be pro 
lected on a screen provide 
quick and detailed Information 
on any sector of the city.

In addition to the maps, bur­ 
glar alarms will be connected 
to the control board. Fire Chief 
I J. Benner hopes a voice box 
fire alarm system will be in­ 
stalled as part of the system.

     
THE OPERATIONS proce­ 

dure is based on the fire tone 
maps of the city. Use of the 
screen will permit the operator 
to project a map of the city 
together with a detail map of 
the particular sone. Used to­ 
gether, the map will allow any 
operator to keep track of all 
fire, police, or civil defense 
calls in the city, and to dis­ 
patch aid In minimum time

In addition to the command 
post, the center also includes a 
kitchen, dorms, a message 
room, and switch room. The 
switch room will contain all 
communlcatiana switching 
equipment in the city.
